Municipal election voters list goes to market

PELHAM - Nancy Bozzato 
loves the challenge of running 
a municipal election. 

The town clerk’s eyes spar¬ 
kle as she talks about entering 
the “crunch time” leading to 
the Monday, Oct. 25 vote. Her 
office in the back of town hall’s 
bottom floor looks is election 
central. The clerk acts as the 
town's returning officer during 
a municipal election. 

Coloured maps of the three 
wards and their polls line one 
wall. On the desk rest thick 
tabbed binders detailing elec¬ 
tion policies and procedures. 

For the interview, she spread 
printouts of election informa¬ 
tion from the town’s website 
with a copy of the directory 
open to three pages of election 
information. 

For Bozzato, this is her first 
election as the town’s clerk, 
but it is only one of many she’s

She is temporarily filling 
the vacant deputy clerk posi¬ 
tion as the town goes through

“You can lookup your 
name but you can’t view the 
whole list,” she said. 

To make changes, you must 
to contact town hall or visit 
staff at the market. 

The website’s 2010 munici¬ 
pal election "Vote” area con¬ 
tains a 10 sections of infor¬ 
mation about election proce¬ 


dures, guidelines for candi¬ 
dates, important dates, maps 
of the town’s three wards, 
who's running and the most 
recent posting about identifi¬ 
cation required at the polling 
station on election day. 

Bozzato said there have 
been many changes since 
the 2006 election and one is 
what is considered accept¬ 
able identification. 

“You have to have identi¬ 
fication, even if your neigh¬ 
bour is the polling clerk and 
knows you,” she said. 

Without proper ID you may 
not be able to vote, but there 
is a wide range of options 
for identification including 
drivers licence, photo health 
card, motor vehicle permit 
and cancelled personalized 

Another change involves 
accessibility of polling sta¬ 
tions. The buildings have to 
be accessible to everyone, 
said Bozzato. 

On election day, voting will 
be done at six locations in the 
town: in Fonthill at Pelham 
Fire Station No 1, Glynn A. 
Green Public School, Pelham 
Public Library; in Ridgeville 
at the Old Pelham Town Hall; 
in Fenwick at Pelham Fire 
Station No. 2; and in North 
Pelham at First Presbyterian 
Church. The sites will accom¬ 
modate 30 polls. 

For the first time, the town 
will hold three advance polls 
rather than two.

Advance polls are Monday, 
Oct. 18, at Pelham Fire 
Station No. 1 in Fonthill;

They 
all run from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m.

A Fenwick advance poll 
was set up to assist residents 
in that area, she said. 

For the advance polls and 
on polling day the clerk has 
filled 80 positions such as poll 
supervisors, deputy returning 
officers, clerks, vote tabula¬ 
tor operators and for the first 
time greeters. 

“The greeters or informa¬ 
tion clerks will meet people 
as they come in, answer ques¬ 
tions and assist them anyway
